the  "old  home"  of  three 
generations  of  sons,  since  its  vicinity 
ceased  to  be  the  happy  hunting-  gToiind  of  the  Cayugas  in 
the  da\s  of  the  great  Iro(iiiois  confederacy.  While  it  is  a 
manufacturing  t<i\vn  and  one  of  the  most  thriving  cities  of 
the  Empire  .State,  and  its  site  was  chosen  on  the  strength 
of  the  splendid  water  power  of  the  Owasco  River,  Auburn 
is,  withal,  distinctl>-  a  cit\-  of  homes,  and,  true  to  its  poetic 
cognomen,  "  the  loveliest  village  of  the  plain." 

If  for  any  cause  the  children  of  Auburn  move  away, 
they  ever  nurture  the  fond  hope  of  some  da\-  returning  to 
pass  their  declining  years  under  the  shadfuv  of  the  '  old 
home,"  or,  at  least,  to  be  laid  to  rest  in  one  of  the  beauti- 
ful cemeteries.  The  reason  for  this  strong  affection  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  here  is  combined  in  rare  measure 
all  the  comforts  and  advantages  of  the  city  anil  the  sweet 
beauts-  and  healthfulness  of  the  country  life,  on  land  and 
water,  the  strenuous  life  and  the  quiet  retirement,  the 
cheap  livin.g  and  the  hi.gh  thinking  which  form  the  ideals 
of  all  communities. 

To  sum  up  Auburn  in  business  men's  fashion  let  us 
note  its  principal  assets,  so  far  as  the  limited  space  allot- 
ted will  pemiit. 


^  Most  i'm])(irtant  (if  all  are  its  natural  advanta.i^es.  The  city  is  delightfully  located  on  an  undiilatin.Q'  town 
site  over  seven  hundred  feet  above  sea  level,  on  both  banks  of  the  Owasco  River,  a  short  distance  below  the 
foot  of  Owasco  Lake,  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water  over  a  mile  wide  and  stretching"  eleven  miles  to  the  south,  in 
the  heart  of  the  famous  "lake  country"  of  Central  New  York.  The  "iilain,"  like  the  "village,"  is  mere 
l)oetic  license,  since  Auburn  sits  serenely  fair  upon  her  seven  hills, 
like  the  Inijierial  Cit\-  itself,  for  we  familiarly  say  "  East  Hill,"  "West 
Hill,"  "  Fort  Hill,"  and  the  others,  even   "  Capitol  Hill." 

A  fertile  agricultural  region  surrounds  the  cit\-,  and  within  its  very 
borders  are  found  inexhaustible  supplies  of  limestone,  the  blue  and  the 
gi'cy  in  ])atriotic  union,  and  of  gravel,  santl  and  brick-clay,  building 
materials  on  the  spot.  Owasco  Lake  is  the  Cit\'s  reservoir,  hundreds 
of  feet  deep  and  imjiounding  the  waters  of  two  hundred  scjuare  miles  of 
watershed,  from  which  a  municipal  water  plant  furnishes  water  for 
di  imestic  and  fire  jiurposes  through  si.\t.\'-five  miles  of  street  mains  under 
the   Holly  system. 

Citizens  have  added  to  these  natural  advantages  the  dams  at  the 
waterfalls — some  nine  within  the  city  limits,  with  a  total  descent  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet — and  the  manufacturing  plants,  which  have  made 
the  wealth  of  the  city,  and  the  transportation  lines,  urban,  suburban 
and  intern rban. 

The  local  electric  railway  runs  by  two  routes  to  the  foot  of  Owasco 
Lake,  where  beautiful  Lakeside  Park,  a  high-class  resort    maintained 
by    the   railway   company,  Lsland    Park    with    its   new  summer  theatre,  the   Owasco  Country  Club  and  other 
attractions  draw  thousands  daily  in  the  seascjn. 

The  Auburn  Division  of  the  New  York  Central  Lines,  in  connection  with  its  new  Passenger  Station  and 
I'rcight  Houses,  affords  excellent  facilities  for  transportation  east  and  west,  jnitting  the  city  in  close  touch 
with  S\-racuse,  Albany  and  New  York,  and  with  the  foot  of  Cayuga,  Seneca  and  Canandaigua  Lakes,  and 
their  first-class  steamboat  lines,  and  with  Rochester  and  the  west.

The  Lehi.uh  Valley  Railroad,  which  also  has  new 
Passenger  and  Freig'ht  Stations,  besides  connecting'  di- 
rectly with  the  coal  fields  of  Pennsylvania,  gives  an 
outlet  to  Fair  Haven  on  Lake  Ontario,  and  by  one  route 
along-  the  west  shore  of  Owasco  Lake  reaches  its  numer- 
ous cottage  sites,  and  by  another  route  for  fort\-  miles 
along-  the  east  shore  of  Cayuga  Lake  brings  the  city 
into  communication  with  the  resorts  of  that  lake  and 
with  Wells  Colleg'e,  Cornell  Universit\-  and  Ithaca,  and 
affords  an  alternative  route  to  New  York. 

The  Auburn  &  Syracuse  Electric  Railway  furnishes 
a  half-hour  high-grade  service  to  »Skaneateles  Lake  and 
Syracuse  over  a  scenic  route.  The  Auburn  &  Northern 
Electric  Railway  is  building  a  line  seven  miles  to  Port 
Byron,  connecting'  with  the  great  trunk  lines  across  the 
state.  The  New  York,  Auburn  &  Lansing;  Railroad 
is  building'  a  line  from  Auburn  to  Ithaca,  and  other 
electric  roads  are  projected  to  the  south  and  to  the  west. 

Two  telephone  companies,  the  Bell  and  the  Auto- 
matic, local  and  long'  distance,  the  Western  Union  and 
Postal  Teleg'raph  companies,  and  the  American,  United 
States  and  Interurban  Electric  Express  companies  com- 
plete the  facilities  for  intercommtmication. 

The  City  has  experienced  its  civic  awakening,  and 
with  a  reformed  charter  and  all  the  dignities  of  the 
larger  cities  it  is  rapidly  beconiing' cosmopolitan.  With 
a  population  approaching'  40,000,  it  takes  pride  in  sev- 
eral miles  of  smooth  pavements  and  many  miles  of  mac- 
adamized streets,  in  electrical  subways  throughout  the

The  Methodists  organized  April  28,  1819.  Erected  a  Chapel  in  Chapel  Street 
in  1821.  Sold  to  Roman  Catholics.  In  1832  John  Seymour  and  Tallmadge  Cherry 
built  a  stone  church  on  south  corner  of  Water  and  North  Streets  at  their  own  ex- 
pense. Sold  two  years  later  to  the  Methodist  society.  This  building  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  in  April,  1867. 

To  the  efforts  of  Rev.  William  Searls  is  largely  due  the  erection  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church  on  Exchange  Street,  dedicated  in  January,  1869.  The  handsome 
new  Trinity  Church  now  being  erected  on  a  corner  of  trenesee  and  Evans  Streets 
indicates  the  growth  of  this  denomination.  Rev.  Charles  E.  Skinner  is  present 
pastor  of  Trinity  Church.

grounds  ver.v  largely  open  to  the  streets  and 
neig-hboring  yards  without  fences,  producing 
with  the  wide  streets  the  effect  of  a  great 
park.  The  streets  are  bordered  with  grass 
plots  and  lined  with  beautiful  trees.  Then 
there  is  Seward  Park,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Field 
and  Park,  floral  circles,  etc.,  for  the  further 
pleasure  and  adornment  of  the  city,  besides 
several  beautiful  cemeteries,  of  which  Fort 
Hill,  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  city,  is  pre- 
eminent, occupying  the  site  of  a  pre-historic 
Indian  fortification  and  adjacent  lands. 

The  financial  interests  of  the  community 
are  cared  for.  by  two  National  Banks,  two 
Private  Banks,  two  Savings  Banks,  and  a 
new  Trust  Company. 

The  Auburn  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany   furnishes    electric    light     and    electric 
power  and  steam  heat  to  individuals  and  corporations  and  lights  all  the  streets  and  municipal  buildings  with 
electricty  under  a  city  contract,  and  the  Citizens  Light  and  Power  Company  provides  competition  in  electric 
light  and  power,  while  the  Auburn  Gas  Company  supplies  illuminating  and  fuel  gas  to  private  consumers. 

The  Auburnian  has  every  facility  for  keeping  abreast  of  the  times,  for  the  Rochester  and  .Syracuse  morn- 
ing papers  are  laid  on  his  breakfast  table,  the  New  York  dailies  are  here  at  noon,  and  the  afternoon  brings 
forth  the  two  local  dailies,  the  Advertiser  and  the  Citisen,  produced  along  the  most  advanced  lines  of  the  news- 
paper business.  The  Cayuga  County  Indepe7ident  and  the  Anbnrn  Journal  are  weekly  and  semi-weekly  papers. 
The  Seymour  Library,  in  the  Case  Memorial  building,  contains  over  twenty  thousand  volumes  for'^free 
circulation,  and  the  Seminary  Library  as  many  more,  not  to  mention  in  particular  the  re.sources  offered  by  the 
Cayuga  County  Historical  Society,  the  Seward  Free  Reading  Room,  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
the  Woman's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union  and  a  host  of  other  organizations,  social  and  fraternal.
